WHAT THE ARMY ASKS. 

“Harper's Weekly” for Nov. 17 has an article on the 
“Demand for Troops,” in which General Schofield and 
General Howard are called to account because they 
have used the recent strikes as an argument for the 
increase of the Army. Our illustrated and illustrious 
contemporary says: “The truth is that if we need 
the Army to act generally as a domestic police force, 
republican institutions have so far failed. This prop- 
osition being untrue, it follows that if the Army is to 
be used only as a police force it is not needed at all, 
and if it is to be enlarged simply because of the police 
duty that may be required of it, it is quite large 
enough already. The history of the country answers 
the fears of the Major-Generals.. No strike has oc- 
curred in the United States, and it is safe to say that 
none will occur, that cannot be put down by a few 
hundred Regular soldiers if the local authorities fail. 
‘The Chicago strike itself is an answer to the plea 
that more troops are needed for the suppression of 
domestic violence. There were troops enough in Chi- 
cago almost as soon as they began to arrive. The 
difficulty was that they were not called on in time. 
Less deliberation, less regard for the feelings of Pop- 
ulistie Governors and Mayors, and more firmness in 
the execution of the law by means of all the power 
that the law has placed in the hands of the Executive 

these elements and qualities of character, and not 
more soldiers, are needed for the prompt suppression 
of any domestic violence with which this land of law- 
making and law-abiding citizens is likely to be threat- 
ened. A very few men clad in the uniform of the 
United States Army, can put down a vast mob of law- 
breakers, and that without loss of life or undue vio- 
lence. The effect of the uniform, representing the 
power of the republic, has been manifested more than 
once in this country. It was notably manifested in 
the strike at Chicago, which thus furnishes a most un- 
fortunate basis as an argument in behalf of an in- 
crease of the number of enlisted men.” 

As to this it is sufficient to say that no soldier is 
asking that the Army be used to suppress local dis- 
order. No duty is so distasteful to our Army as what 
is known as riot duty. It does not belong to them, 
and the fact that they are called upon for it 
“Harper’s Weekly” says, “an evidence of the weakness 
of republican institutions.” But the Army is the ser- 
vant of the people, and it must hold itself in readiness 
for whatever duty the people chooses to impose upon 
it, under the constitution and the law. 

If it is for the people to say what duty is to be 
imposed upon it, the Army surely has a right to ask 
that it should have the equipment which all military 
experiences declare to be essential to its efficiency in 
the discharge of its duty, whatever that may be. So 
fur as we know there is no “demand,” or even recom- 
mendation, coming from the Army for a “doubling of 
the rank and file.” What is asked is that the exist- 
ing military establishment should be reorganized in ac- 
cordance with modern ideas of efficiency. This re- 
quires but a small increase in the number of officers 
of the line, and no increase whatever in the officers of 
the staff. As to enlisted men, it is asked that the 
arbitrary limitation of the total number to be en- 
listed, which appears in the annual appropriation bill, 
should be removed, and that the Army should have the 
number of men which the existing legal establishment 
calls for to give each company the efficiency expected 
of it. If we should suggest that the Harpers ought 
not to further add to their list of interesting periodicals 
we should not be so unreasonable as to insist that 
they must conduct those they already publish with an 
insufficient force. But this, or its equivalent, is pre- 
cisely what is asked of our Army. The law provides 
for a given number of companies in each arm of the 
service. Each of these companies, properly to dis- 
charge its functions as a unit of the service, requires 
au minimum number of men, and this number is deter- 
mined by the concurrent testimony of military experi- 
ence the world over. Now Congress, by arbitrarily 
lixing a limit upon the total number to be enlisted, says 
in effect that each company shall be reduced below its 
effective strength, and indeed below the number which 
the law organizing the existing military establishment 
declares that it should have. The War Department 
has been put to all sorts of shifts in its attempts to 
reconcile conflicting statements. It is required by law 
io have a certain number of companies, each with its 
equipment of company officers and enlisted men, and 
it is not given men enough to man these companies. 
Hence the vicious expedient of skeletonizing com 
panies, which leaves officers without the commands to 
which they are expressly entitled, and deprives them 
of the training and experience they are expected to ac- 
quire. an | 

“Harper's Weekly” says further: “Against the ar- 
sument that the larger number is needed for the prop- 
er garrisoning of the posts, and for purposes of mili- 
tary drill and instruction, the layman cannot readily

oppose auy objection. Our small Army is a school, # 
nucleus and a police force. As a school and a aucieus 
for a large force in war it is essential that it should be 
treated seriously. Unless it is a good and efficient 
school it cannot be of value as a nucleus, for the only 
reason for assembling volunteer and emergency forces 
about it is that it is a trained body of soldiers whos¢ 
professional influence, “example and instruction will 
hasten the transformation of a crowd of civilians into 
an effective military force. If officers unite in the 
opinion that more men are necessary for the fulfilment 
of the accepted theory as to our regular Army, their 
judgment should have great weight with Congress.” 

Our officers do unite in the opinion suggested and 
we hope that our contemporary, which has shown so 
much good-will to the services, will lend the aid of its 
powerful influence to help them secure what they rea- 
sonably ask from Congress. To turn against the Army 
what Generals Schofield and Howard said upon the 
subject of riot duty, is scarcely fair, for it seems to as- 
ste that the Army is asking that it may be increased 
in order to assume duties they all shrink from, and ac- 
cept only under the stress of imperative orders. 
Strange as it may seem to the uninstructed civilian, 
every good officer considers that his highest duty is to 
save life, and not to take life. This is proven by the 
uniform self-restraint shown by the officers and men 
of our Army in dealing with civilian outbreaks. They 
are content to accept the reproach, with which one of 
our correspondents has visited them, that “the militia 
at Chicago did all the killing.” It is the easiest thing 
in the world for a man who carries a gun to shoot; 
the hardest of all things to hold himself subject to the 
stern requirements of duty and discipline, when every 
instinct of manhood reyolts at the treatment he is re- 
ceiving. Is it quite fair to tie one hand of a gallant 
defender and compel him to do double duty with the 
other simply because he accepts without complaint 
whatever duty you impose upon him? 


THE COMING SESSION OF CONGRESS. 

In a little over a week Congress will be with us 
again. The two services naturally look forward to 
this winter’s work with considerable interest, but it 
cannot be said that any one feels encouraged over the 
outlook for desirable legislation. Beyond the passage 
of the regular appropriation bills there is little to be 
expected during the coming short session. 
may be done for the “materiel” of the Navy, and there 
will be considerable agitation of the project for in- 
creasing the efficiency of the personnel, but we fear 
that nothing will result in regard to the latter. A 
meeting of the joint commission appointed to frame 
2 measure reorganizing the Navy personnel will be 
held early next month, and an effort will be made to 
finally agree upon a bill to be reported to the two 
houses. As action will still be necessary by the naval 
committees of the two houses, it will probably be the 
tirst of the year before a measure is placed upon the 
calendars. With other important projects clamoring 
for consideration, the Navy will do very well if a per- 
sonnel bill can be brought up and pushed through. 

All of the officials who make annual are 
unanimous in urging consideration and passage of the 
three-battalion infantry and artillery reorganiation bill. 
These recommendations *will doubtless receive consid- 
eration by the House Military Committee, where Mr. 
Outhwaite’s bill is still pending, but the final 
passage of the measure, that is an entirely different 
matter, and we regret to say that the outlook is not 
encouraging. Beyond the consideration of the Army 
reorganization bill and the Navy personnel bill and 
the service appropriation bills, very little work may be 
expected by the military and naval committees. The 
calendars are already overcrowded with measures 
which cannot possibly be reached before the session 
closes, and as a majority of the members of the pres- 
ent committees have failed of re-election, they will 
take very little interest in the proceedings this winter. 

These are the measures now on the Senate and House 
calendars awaiting consideration: For the relief of 
Maj.-Gen. John C. Robinson, U. S. A. (retired), and zto 
allow him the full pay of his rank (adversely reported 
by the Senate Committee on Military Affairs); pro- 
viding for a naval training station on the Pacific 
Coast; for the relief of the sufferers by the wreck of 
the U. 8S. S. Tallapoosa; authorizing certain naval offi- 
cers to administer oaths; for the relief of the estate of 
John Ericsson; bills for the relief of Col. J. Madison 
Cutts, Lieut. Jerome E. Morse, U. S. A.; Capt. Will- 
iam Fletcher, U. S. A.; for the widow of Capt. O. B. 
Boyd, U. S. A. The bills on the House calendar are 
as folloy.s: To promote the efficiency of the militia; to 
promote the efficiency of the Naval Militia; for a Navy 
yard site at Sabine Pass, Tex.; to amend section 1211 
R. S., relative to brevet rank in the Army; to pension 
the widow of Col. Henry M. Black; bills for the re- 
lief of Comdr. Augustus G. Kellogg (retired) and the 
legal representatives of Henry W. Freedley, late Major 
U. S. A.; William R. Steinmetz, Pay Inspector 
John H,. Stevenson; Rear-Admiral W. P. MeCann; 
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bills to retire James T. Peale, Thomas H. Carpenter, 
Sergeants Francis Long aiid Maurice Connell; to pro 
mote Commodore Louis C. Sartori (retired); granting 
pension to Ada J. Schwatka, widow of the late Lieut. 
Frederick Schwatka, U. S., A.; also House resolution 
expressing pleasure and satisfaction on account of the 
action of Rear-Admiral Benham in the harbor of Rio 
de Janeiro; joint resolution authorizing Comdr. Denis 
W. Mullan to aecept a medal. 

Colonel Charles Heywood, Colonel Commandant 
of the U. S. Marine Corps, is now giving con- 
sideration to the Marine and Artillery bill, which has 
been referred to him for report by the Secretary. There 
is no doubt that Colonel Heywood’s recommendation 
will be unfavorable to the measure, for the reason that 
it injuriously affects more than 50 per cent. of his 
As a rule marine officers are opposed to the 
bill, and are hoping that the Secretary will unfavor 
ably indorse it when it is returned to Congress from 
the Department. Colonel Heyweod is making an 
elaborate table to show the rank marine officers would 
occupy were the bill to go into effect at the present 
time. He himself would be placed below a major of ar- 
tillery, and similar reductions would take place through- 
out his corps. There is not supposed to be any chance 
ut all of the passage of the measure. Artillery offi- 
cers as a rule are not more favorable to the proposed 
consolidation than the Marine Corps, and with these 
two branches of the Government service opposed to 
the measure, there is very little likelihood of its passage.

It is obvious, from the interview with Mr. McAdoo, 
reported elsewhere, that the Navy Department has no 
intention of subjecting our fast cruisers to the erucin] 
test proposed by Admiral Meade. The suggestion is 
not a new one, but it has never found favor at Wash 
ington. When the Philadelphia was completed this 
scheme was proposed and discussed at the Depart- 
ment by a flag officer. Another proposition was made 
to give the Philadelphia a sustained speed trial. The 
plin was to run from New York to Southampton, 
thence to Lisbon, and thence back to New York, the 
object being to test the cruiser’s powers on long runs. 
The officer in question did not go so far as to declare 
against any cruisers then in the service, but was 
strongly of the opinion that the better class of mer- 
chant vessels and passenger liners would be quite as 
efficient when properly armed. With this end in 
view the Intelligence Bureau perfected plans and made 
drawings for the equipment of certain of the faster 
the United States merchant marine as 
cruisers, which drawings, for each vessel, are now 
on file at the Bureau. The calculations made by the 
Bureau were that in case of war 30 days would be re- 
quired to fit any of these vessels according to the 
plans, and these calculations were amply fulfilled 
when the Brazilian revolution broke out, for the 
Brazilian Government took these very plans and fitted 
out their vessels in that time. The plans provide for 
the equipment of the vessels with guns as heavy as 
6 inch, and also for steel plates to protect the en- 
gines. Officers who favor merchant cruisers are fur- 
ther of the opinion that the heavy steel decks, with 
which some ships of the merchant marine are pro- 
vided (put in for bracing purposes), will serve as 
protective decks, and, with the additional plating 
proposed by the Bureau, and the coal, will furnish 
protection for the engines. They argue that the flat- 
these decks make them more efficient for 
ramming, as well as for deflecting shot. This is a 
point which must be left to the constructors. These 
decks are not, however, below the water line, as they 
should be.

If the War Department, assisted by the people of 
Spokane, Wash., has anything to say, Fort Sherman 
will be abandoned as a military post. The War De- 
partment has received a communication from the ofli- 
cials of the city government of Spokane, offering a 
section of land as a site for a large military post. No 
auction can be taken on the offer at the present time, 
as Congress will have to make an appropriation. for the 
construction of a new post. The War Department 
officials are greatly in favor of the abandonment of 
Fort Sherman, and if they can compass it, will build 
a fort on the section offered by the Spokine city offi- 
cials. According to a description of the site received 
at the Department, it is delightfully located on the 
banks of the Spokane River, about four miles from the 
city, on high ground, which overlooks the valley of 
Spokane. It is very healthy, its water supply is ex- 
cellent, and it has numerous other advantages, among 
which may be mentioned its short distance from the 
city. Fort Sherman is said to be in very bad con- 
dition, and it is feared that the health of the soldiers 
stationed there will be materially affected, should it 
be continued as a military post. 


We would ask the indulgence of correspondents who 
have written to us on the subject of Army reorganiza- 
tion.

These notes will prove a valuable aid to ofticers 
assigned to court martial duty.

Meade’s flag-lieutenant, gave a lecture on “Signals and 
Signaling’ on the New Hampshire on Tuesday evening 
last to members and friends of the Ist Naval Battalion.

In his reply to this 
letter, Commodore Fyffe merely reiterated his belief that 
Lieutenant Wadhams is unfit and added that yet Lieu- 
tenant Wadhams was always sober, so far as he knew, 
und his private life was pure. The probabilities are that 
Commodore Fyffe will be called upon for facts, and if the 
declines to give them trouble may follow. 


The friends of Chief Engr. P. W. Milligan, U. 8S. N., 
will be relieved to learn that he escaped with slight in- 
jury from what promised to be a serious accident for 
him at New London. Chief Engineer Milligan is on the 
Ericsson trial board. While walking on the railroad 
track he was struck by a locomotive and knocked down 
the embankment. Commodore Selfridge, assisted by the 
railroad employees, carried him to the switch house, where 
he recovered consciousness. Chief Engineer Milligan has 
a well-earned reputation for unremitting services in his 
profession, and a great deal of the present efficiency of 
the Department of Steam Engineering at the Naval Acad- 
emy is due to him. He was, some years ago, at the head 
of this Department. 


The outlook for the Naval Academy crew next season 
is a bright one. Cadet Kimball, who has been elected cap- 
tain, has stroked the eight during the two years of its 
existence, and has been pronounced by rowing experts 
from New Haven as one of the best oars in the country, 
He possesses all the qualifications for a good captain, and 
is ably seconded by Cadet Gilpin, who is manager, and 
has the reputation of being a “hustler.”

This was 
refused. Tuesday passed, with Commander Smith still 
absent, and the Department sent 1st Lieut. Joseph Pen- 
dleton, Marine Corps, after the delinquent. Lieutenant 
Pendleton went to Union, Broome County, N. Y., where 
Commander Smith was located, but failed to find that 
officer. The Navy Department was notified by Com- 
mander Smith’s brother that he would put in an 
appearance on Tuesday. When the court convened 
on that day, Commander Smith was present with 
his attorney, who made a etatement to the court 
to the effect that Commander Smith did_ not_ re- 
ceive the Department’s message until Nov. 17.° “The 
order was so unusual, ordering a retired officer to re- 
port,” continued the attorney, “that Commander Smith 
at once telegraphed the Secretary asking to be allowed to 
appear later in the month, and did not receive a_reply 
until Monday. He thereupon,” continued General Brady.

EXPPRIMENTS IN MILITARY SIGNALLNG. 


The Signal Corps of the Army is being highly comp 
upon the work it has done in perfecting ‘ailitary Fm my 
ticularly by means of telegraph lines. Important experiments 
were made with the bi-meta:lic wire. lt was laid on wet 
earth and grass, and conversation was carried on without the 
least d.fficulty, the tone of the voice 4nd the volume of sound 
both being very good. Several hundred yards were added 
and the Wire wound around an iron support buried in damp 
ground, The voice was easily distinguished, with little or no 
diminution in the volume of sound. The wire was then 
wreppes wbout a piece of brightly polished metal and buried 
in the damp earth directly in front of the receiver. This even 
did not affect the volume or tone of the sound received from 
the distant operator. With these “grounds” in the wire, the 
line itself, 20 feet in front of the receiver, was buried 3 or 4 
inches in the ground. Still the tone and volume of the voice 
were unaffected, or, if at atl, so slightly as to be inappreciable 
(o the ear. Later a mile of the wire was laid on the damp grass 
and with the same good results as before. Immersion of the 
wire in a lake, however, completely cut off the conversation. 
An tron feed pipe to the lake and the wire itself were thor- 
oughly scraped to a clear and bright surface and the wire then 
wrapped tightly six or seven times around the pipe—this after 
a mie of the wire had been run out. Through this mile of 
wire lying on the ground and grass, and through this seen» 
ingly perfect “ground’’ by the water pipe, the voice came as 
distinctly and of as great a volume as ever. Again, after a 
night of very heavy rain, a half-mite of the wire was stamped 
into the ground, soggy with water—in fact, wractically buried 
in half a mile of mud—without affecting the volume or dis- 
tinctness of sound, and words whispered at one end. of the 
line were heard at the other. In another experiment over 150 
yards of silicon-bronze wire of the same size as the bi-metallic 
were laid on the wet grass and buried in six places between 
the two stations, but conversation in low tones was entirely 
feasible. The wire was cut and the two ends stuck in the 
ground, at first a few inches apart and eventually at a dis- 
tance of 45 feet apart, and, incredible though it seems, a mes- 
suge sent from one station was received at the other. The 
sounds came very distinctly at shorter distances, and at 45 
feet distinctly though faintly. At a greater distance than 45 
feet the sounds were too faint to be read, while at any less 
distance little difficulty was experienced in reading a message. 

At the request of General McCook the military balloon now 
at Fort Riley will be moved the latter part of this month to 
Fort Logan, where it will be available bor field practice with 
mi'itary manoeuvres. The experiences of the past year prove 
that the utility of the captive balloon is not confined to the 
open country, but on occasions it mey be of supreme 1 rt- 
ance in connection with operations in the great cities. Within 
the past year the troops of our own Army, called upon to 
assist the civil authorities, found themselves marching miles 
of distance to repress riotous proceedings, while the body of 
men sought for had accomptished its end and was already 
moving undisturbed and unobserved to another objective 
point. Under such conditions the operation of a captive bal- 
loon provided with electric and te!ephonic connection with the 
Commanding General offers an unequaled means of observing 
and instantly reporting the movements of the hostile rioters, 
who would thus be under the surveillance of the Comnand- 
ing General, enabling him to act with promptness and effect. 

Some interesting experiments were recently made from a 
balloon in an attempt to discover the whereabouts of the Ill- 
fated Russian warship Rusalka. Count Nicolas Orloff, in the 
“France Adrienne,” says that the balloon was towed from place 
to place by the transport Samoyede, which was specially fit- 
ted up to facilitate ascents. The rate at which the balloon 
could be towed varied from 24 knots, with a favorable wind, 
to 6% knots. Two observers, relieved every three hours, were 
constantly In the car. Count Orloff says that with the bal- 
loon at a height of 400 metres it is not possible to see the 
bottom of the sea at great depths in consequence of the im- 
pediments to vision offered by the color of the water and the 
bottom; that, with a favorable light, rock and sand are 
clearly defined at a depth from 6 to 7 metres (19% to 23 feet). 
The view from the car extended to about 46% miles. Colonel 
Orloff concludes “‘that captive balloons could be of great util- 
ity as observatories to a fleet, and in reconnoitring the en- 
trance of unknown harbors, in hydrographical researches, and 
also in reconnoltring the enemy's ships and ports, more espe- 
clally as by their means the exact position of forts, batteries 
and the various coast defences could readily be ascertained."’ 


ADMIRAL TING’'S GAME OF CARDS. 
(From the London Sun.) 


Admiral Lang tells the story of how he one night returned 
to the Chinese warship Ting-yuen at a late hour to find the 
deck of the great ship utterly deserted. The sentry'’s loaded 
rifle and bayonet were lying idly against the bulwarks; the 
sentry himself was invisibie. The Admiral proceeded to the 
stateroom of Admiral Ting, the present commander of the 
Chinese naval forces, and there found that worthy deeply en- 
gaged in a game of cards, his partner being the sentry. 

Rage leaped from the eyes of the Pnglish officer, and, 
though he did not say much, the sentry thought it prudent to 
return to his duty. hen Admiral Lang “went straight"’ for 
his Celestial confrere, and asked him what his strange pro- 
ceedings meant.

RIOT DUTY OF THE TTH INFANTRY. 
Maj.-Gen. Alexander McD. McCook, commanding the De- 
irtment of the Colorado, In his annual report to the War 

Department, in September last, speaking of the 7th In- 
fantry in connection with the great railroad strike In Color- 
lo, during July, 1894, says: “At 5 a. m., July 2, five com- 
panies, 7th U. S. Infantry, under command of Maj. Charles 
‘. Hood, left Fort Logan by rail. Upon the train were loyal 
pert telegraphers and linemen for the repair of the tele- 
‘aph lines that had been cut between Pueblo and El Moro, 
‘olorado, At 10 a. m. the train reached Pueblo, where Major 
llood found that all trains, mail, passenger and freight, were 
‘delayed and not permitted to move by the insurgents. At 
20 p. m. he reached the point where the wires of all lines 
ere cut and partially destroyed. After repairing the lines. 
e command reached Trinidad at 5:10 p. m. The arrival of 
« troops was a complete surprise to the malcontents. The 
pots, grounds and yards of the railroads in the hands of 
ceivers of the United States courts were cleared of the 
ob, and the troops went into camp in close proximity to 
iis property. Everything remained quiet until about mid- 
ight, July 2, when an incendiary fire was discovered in a 
mber yard near the depot, started with the evident inten- 
m of burning the depot and the train belonging te the 
Denver & Rio Grande Railroad that bad brought the troops 
from Fort Logan; also, a large number of cars belonging to 
he Union Pacific. Denver & Gulf Railroad, which were side- 
tracked at that point. Lieut. James A. Goodin, 7th Infantry, 
1 command of Company € of that regiment, being in the 
cinity, rushed to the fire with his command, but was un- 
‘ble to quench it for lack of water. He then turned his at- 
tention to the saving of the depot and troop train, and, after 
performing this duty, with the aid of the company he pushed 
ut of danger a large number of cars belonging to the Union 
Pacific, Denver & Gulf Railroad, thereby saving property to 
the value of $20,000. Six cars loaded with merchandise were 
hurned. About 12 m., July 4, under the -protection of the 
roops, United States deputy marchals arrested 48 ring- 


leaders of the insurrectionists, who had assembled with 
others in a large meeting in their hall, making incendiary 
speeches. The prisoners were placed upon a train under 
guard of Lieut. George |S. Young, 7th Infantry, and 25 en- 
listed men and 12 United States deputy marshals, and 
brought te Denver, where they were placed in the county 
jail. In addition to the above, 12 of the insurrectionists 
were arrested at Pueblo and confined in the jail at Denver. 
lt is believed that these prompt arrests had a most salutary 
effect upon the lawless element at Trinidad, Pueblo, and the 
southern and central portions of the State of Colorado. The 
Union Pacific, Denver & Gulf commenced regularly operating 
their road on July 11, and have continued to do so without 
interruption. The Santa Fe Railroad began moving trains 
from La Junta July 6. Both roads were open before these 
dates, but crews to operate trains could not be obtained.”

The farewell reception and banquet that were given for 
General Forsyth Friday night, Nov. 16, was truly one of the 
most ceremonious and thoroughly enjoyable occasions ever 
known in the social history of Riley.

Truth to say, I am like the man 
who had no hat. For, verily, I have no full dress uniform! 
T cannot wear the old one now, and a new one has not 
come.”’ He concluded by speaking of the gallant 7th, his 
many happy years at Riley, and finally, with tearful eyes, 
said: “You know my feelings. I can say no more."” After- 
wards dancing was resumed, and as a fitting finale the or- 
chestra played “Auld Lang Syne,"’ and with great feeling the 
dancers, surrounding the beloved General, sang the old fa 


miliar song clear through. 


Col. John C. Bates, 2d Inf., is visiting Riley. 
The Board on Revision of Cavalry Drill Regulations. in 
session here, is nearing the end of its arduous labors, and 
expects to submit its work to the Secretary of War seme 
time next month. 
In cxse Lieutenant Bell goes with General Forsyth, Lieut. 
Kb. ¢. Bullock, now on college detail in Wyoming, will pro'- 
ably be chosen Adjutant of the 7th Cavalry. 


Mrs. Bache, who has been visiting her father, Genecal 


Forsyth, and assisting in preparations for his somewhat 
hasty departure for California on the 10th, will remain at 
Riley for a visit with her sister, Mrs. Fitzgerald. 

Colonel Carpenter, assisted by bis daughter, entertained 
the General's old staff very handsomely at a dinner party 
Thursday evening, Nov. 15. The guests were: General For- 
syth, Mrs. Bache, Miss Dennison, Lieutenant and Brs. Bell, 
Major and Mrs. Baldwin, Lieutenant and Mrs. Nicholson, 
Dr. and Mrs. Turrill. 

Col. E. V. Sumner, the new Colonel of the 7th Cavalry, is 
expected here Wednesday, Noy. 21. Lieut. J. F. Bell will 
probably remain at Riley until Jan. 1, at which time he ac- 


cepts appointment as aide-de-camp under General Forsyth 
in the Department of California. 

Brigadier-General Forsyth departed for San Francisco 
Monday noon, Noy. 19%. During the forenoon a grand final 


review of troops was enjoyed by the General and his many 
friends, who had come even from surrounding villages, to 
say good-bye. The whole garrison, men, women and ch*'- 
dren, turned out to escort their old commander to the sta- 
tion, and to give him as Brigadier-General all honor. There 
was mutual regret at parting, and the scene was impressive. 
The squadron of the 7th, trumpet corps, squadron of the 2d, 
Hospital Corps, and the artillery were formed near the sta- 
tion, The band played until train time, when the artillery 
fired a salute of eleven guns. Amid the cheering of troops, 
the waving of handkerchiefs and with tears in his eyes, our 
General left us for pastures new. In an open letter, left by 
the General for officers and men of the gallant 7th, he ex- 
presses his appreciation of their services, his regret 
at the severance of old ties, and in a_characteristi- 
eally frank and pleasant way says: “There is a seem- 
ing inconsistency in giving expression to regrets when 
cause for gratification is so apparent. I cannot go, however, 
without saying that, notwithstanding my satisfaction with 
the promotion just received, I experience heartfelt regret 
that it necessitates the severance of connection with officers 
and men for whom I have formed an attachment, the 
strength of which I have never realized as I do now. —_ 
We have together learned lessons which should never be 
forgotten, and I desire it known that your distinguished and 
steadfast loyalty to the regiment and myself merits and has 
my warmest appreciation. I think the greatest blessing I 
ean wish, in parting, is that you may ever continue 
loyal to each other, and to maintain the-high standard which 
has always characterized your reputation fn the past.”’

Inf., is a colored regiment, and 
has been stationed nearly 15 years in the Dept. of Dakota. 

LINE.—tThe details for this year to torpedo instruction at 
Willets Point have already been made under A. R. 378. The 
new detail joins Dec. 1 next. 

T. McG.—The present station of Capt. George McC. Derby, 
Corps of Engineers, U. 8S. Army, is New Orleans, La. Aa 
‘lress No, 1 Prytania Street in that city. 

MILITIAMAN.-—The use of the fife and the drum has not 
been entirely abolished In the regular Army, although the 
bugle is mainly used now at our military posts. 

(.-Under present law the pay of a Ist Sergeant is $25 
per month, with the usual increase for service. The pay of 
a Regimental Sergeant-Major is only $23 per month. 

«,. D. G.-—Soldiers discharged after three years and three 
months’ service, under G. O. 80, 4. G. O., 1890, are debarred 
from again enlisting for two months from the date of dis- 
charge. 

UNCLE SAM wishes to know if, after 20 years’ faithful 
service, he can obtain the $8 without goimmg to the Soldiers’ 
Home? Answer.—In special case, yes; particularly if he has 
a family. 

«. F.—A wan discharged from the Army under the vet- 
eran act can undoubtedly thereafter enlist in the Marine 
Corps, always providing, of course, that his enlistment is 
sanctioned by the Marine Corps authority. 

H. F. J.—Ask your Captain to let you see G, O. 79, A. G. 
O.. Nov. 26. 1892, giving the law and whole scheme of ex- 
amination for a commission. One portion of the examina- 
tion covers the Army Regulations, a study of itself: 

W. H —Copies of questions heretofore asked enlisted candi- 
dates for commissions by boards of examination are not ob- 
tuinable for the use of other candidates. Better not rely ou 
such papers, but on yourself and on your own knowledge. 

Ss. F. C.—There will be no more boards this year to examine 
enlisted candidates for commissions. The Department boards 
for such purpose will meet in March or April next, and the 
Fort Leavenworth board, or final board, in September next. 

W. H.—The disability you mention would, in our opinion, 
prevent your re-enlistment; but as the disease was con racted 
in the Service, you are entitled to enter the Soldiers’ Home. 
Apply to the Board of Commissioners, Soldiers’ Home, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

G. W. S.—The name of a man discharged on June 30 should 
not appear in the body of the muster and pay roll, but at the 
end of it, under the head of *“Loss.”” The bi-monthly muster 
roll, without the flyleaf, is used for the copy to be sent to 
the A. G. O; the blank with the flyleaf is used for the coples 
furnished the paymaster who pays, and the retained copy 
kept on file. 

L. D.—There is no provision of law regarding the appoint- 
ment of General Officers. The President can appoiut whom he 
eases, officer or civilian, subject, of course, to confirmu- 
tion by the Senate. We are aware that par. 20 A. R., 1889, 
says: “Appointment to the grade of General Officer is made 
by selection from the Army."’ This simply states the prac- 
tice that obtains. 

A READER asks: A soldier, discharged, has in his posses- 
sion articles of clothing, which he has drawn and paid for 
from his clothing allowance. Is there any law that prevents 
him selling or giving that clothing to whom he pleases, after 
discharge, and has another soldier or a citizen the right to 
purchase or accept it from him? Answer.—We know of no 
law or regulafion forbidding it. In such case, the clothing Is 
the ex-soldier’s own property, to dispose of as he pleases. 

LINE OFFICEK.—The act approved Aug. 6, 1894, provided 
that there shall be no appointment of Assistant Adjutant- 
General with rank of Major until the number in that grade 
ix reduced below four, and thereafter the number of such 
officers in that grade shall be four, and hereafter all ap- 
pointments to fill vacancies in the lowest grade in the Adju- 
tant-General’s, the Inspector-General’s, the Quartermaster’s 
“und the Subsistence Departments, respectively, shall be made 
from the next lowest grade in the line of the Army. 

CLIO.—The act approved Aug. 1, 1894, prescribes “That 
any soldier discharged since Jan. 27, 1893, who has been 
prevented from re-enlisting by the operations of the act of 
Congress approved Feb, 27, 1883, and who ay hereafter en- 
list within three months from the date of the approval of 
thix act, shall be considered to have re-enlisted, and shall be 
entitled’ to receive, while serving subsequent to such en- 
listment, the same pay, service pay. and allowances as if he 
had re-enlisted within 30 days from his latest discharge. 

CURIOUS asks: 1. If a Captain be promoted or be dropped 
from the rolls of the Army (through death, dismissal, resig- 
nation or retirement) on, for example, Aug. 15, is he or bis 
administrator, as the case may be, paid for the 15th’ 2. If 
the Ixt lieutenant to fill the vacancy be promoted as of date 
Aug. 15, does he receive pay as ws for the 15th—t1. e.. 
are there two officers nate as Captain of a company for the 
same date’ The Regulations do not appear quite clear op 
this point. Answers.—The practice at present is to pay both. 

BERTHOLD AUERBACH.—How long would It take to cov- 
struct a bridge suitable to convey our heaviest artillery across 
the Hudson at or near Yonkers? Answer,—The rapidity with 
which wilitary bridges can be constructed depends on the 
strength of the current, the nature of the banks and the 
Jepth of the stream. At Yonkers these conditions are all 
unfavorable. Under ordinary circumstances 300 to feet 
of bridge can be finished In an hour, A bridge across the 


James River, about 1,700 feet long, was constructed in eight 


hours. We should say 40 hours were not too large a calcula- 
tion for the bridge mentioned.

Marblehead, directing her return to the United States. 
The orders were sent to Captain Sumner, commanding 
the cruiser Columbia, at Kingston, Jamaica, and by 
him transmitted to Commander O’Neil, of the Marble- 
head, which is at Carthagena. It is expected that 
Commander O'Neil will get his orders and leave for 
home during this week. The Columbia will be re- 
tained in West Indian waters for the present, and un- 
less the present determination of the Department is 
changed, will be relieved by the Atlanta, now being re- 
paired at Norfolk. The issuance of these orders to 
the Marblehead is a certain indication that further 
fear of trouble at Bluefields has disappeared. Nicar- 
agua has very quickly obeyed the commands of the 
United States, especially when they were reinforced 
by the appearance of two crack men-of-war. We con- 
gratulate the officers of the Marblehead upon their re- 
turn home, for their duties at Bluefields have been of 
an arduous character and they deserve the more salu- 
brious climate of New York. The Marblehead will un- 
dergo some minor repairs upon her return.

Civil Engineer M. T. Endicott, attached to the Bu 
reau of Yards and Docks, Navy Department, as con 
sulting engineer, has returned to Washington from 


New York, where he carefully surveyed the work done 


on the drydock under construction there. This dock 


is being built by Contractor Gillies, and Civil Engineer 


Endicott’s inspection was wholly for the purpose of 
settling the disputed question of how much work had 
been completed up to date. 
has been made to Commodore Matthews, Chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, and upon the return of 
Secretary Herbert will be laid before him. The re 
port shows, it is understood, that only about 30 per 
cent. of the work has been completed, and that it will 
be utterly impossible for the present contractor to 
complete the work should he make the same progress 
in the future as he has done in the past. The deepest 
excavation made is in the center, where it is 35.2 feet. 
It should be 40 feet. The upper part of the dock, 
where the excavation should have first been completed, 
is only partly done, and in the lower part of the dock 
the excavation has been made in some places to a 
depth of one foot.

\ history, in order to be readable, must be put in 
such a form as to make it attractive to its readers. 
And if it be a history of their own country, it must 
further appeal strongly to their patriotism, while 
dealing justly with others. Could the midshipmen at 
our Naval Academy be permitted to pause long enough 
in their scientific investigations to read Mr. Maclay's 
“History of the Navy,” it might not only stimulate their 
prile to think that they were connected with such a 
Service, but it might also bring them to the realization 
of the fact that it is in order that they may be made 
worthy successors of Paul Jones, Decatur, Porter, Mac- 
donough, Preble, Hull, Bainbridge, Farragut, Porter, 
and others like them, that they‘are being educated, 
apparently, to write books on the Strength of Metals. 
Possibly a little history, by the way, might not hurt 
them. Some time ago, when the Chicago was travers- 
ing the historie ground of Trafalgar, the fact was men- 
tioned to one of the cadets on board. “Trafalgar?” 
he queried, scratching his head. “Yes, Trafalgar, sir,” 
repeated an officer, “Did you ever hear of Nelson?” 

Possibly the result of an inquiry as to Commo. Paul 
Jones might have been more satisfactory. This might 
be because the date of the action of the Bonhomme 
Richard and the Serapis hes been asked on entrance 
examinations, and a dry little history of the United 
Stutes is afterwards studied in the fourth class year at 
the Academy, in which, we believe, some mention is 
made of the popular incident. It is to be wished that 
all could read Mr. Maclay’s stirring account of that 
victory. How, for three hours and a half, in a fight 
never equalled in naval history, the two ships engaged 
were almost yard-arm to yard-arm in the darkness, 
until the hull of the Bonhomme Richard became so 
riddled that her decks were ready to fall linto the gun- 
room, and, with fire raging, she was in imminent dan- 
ser of blowing up; and how, in spite of all, the gallant 
John Paul manoeuvred and fought, his very prisoners 
working at the pumps, until the Serapis struck, and 
then his ship heeled over and sank to the bottom of 
the German Ocean. 

Che importance of the cruises in British waters by 
Conyngham and Jones, and the American privateers, 
cannot be too much emphasized. A naval war, to be 
effective, should be carried into the enemy’s waters, 
and this fact was fully realized by the American com- 
issioners in France, and some idea of the effect pro- 
duced upon England by such a pigmy expedition as 


Capt. Conyngham’s may be drawn from the words of. 


Mr. Deane, quoted by Mr. Maclay: “It effectually 
llarmed England, prevented the great fair at Chester, 
vccusioned insurance to rise, and even deterred the 
English merchants from shipping goods in English 
hottoms at any rate of insurance, so that in a few 
weeks forty sail of French ships were loading in the 
Thames on freight, an instance never before known.” 
Later the name of John Paul Jones became synony- 
nous of terror throughout the coasts of Great Britain. 

Mr. Maclay gives a new zest to the story of the war 
\ith the Barbary States. We still feel a tinge of hu- 
miliation and resentment at the extortions demanded 
by and paid to the Dey of Algiers, and at the insolence 
Which led.him to send Capt. Bainbridge, in the George 
Washington, on an errand of his to Constantinople. 
(And it is with great satisfaction we read that, on his 
return, how the Captain outwits the Dey by anchoring 
“tof the range of his batteries. 

This history abounds in timely personal anecdotes, 
Which give us an insight into the characters of the 
teval commanders whose names are by-words of the 
‘arly naval wars. When the Essex was at Barcelona, 


i Spanish commander of a xebec, at anchor in the har- 
bor, fired, one night, at the gig of Capt. Bainbridge 
when he was coming off. Decatur, at that time a lieu- 
tenant, hearing of this, boarded the xebee and ex- 
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met the latter on shore he would cut his ears off. 
Luckily the meeting did not take place. The captain- 
general of the port was much disturbed at the threat, 
and requested Capt. Bainbridge to keep his officers 
on board. Capt. Bainbridge replied that not for a 
moment would he consider the proposition, which 
spirited reply brought the captain-general to terms, and 
the captain of the xebec was forced to make ample 
apology. Later we come to an anecdote of another 
episode in Lieutenant Decatur’s life—the burning of 
the Philadelphia in the harbor of Algiers, and which 
Nelson himself described as “the most bold and daring 
act of the age.” This story is so vividly told that it 
cannot fail to impress itself indelibly on the mind. 

The evils which led up to the second war with 
Great Britain are so gradually brought in that one feels 
his resentment growing as he turns over the pages. 
The acme is reached when the Leopard, lying in wait 
for the Chesapeake in Lynnhaven Bay, precedes her 
out of the capes and demands three alleged deserters. 
The demand being refused, the Leopard fires a broad- 
side into the unresisting American, whose men are en- 
gaged in stowing away cables, while her decks are 
encumbered with cabin furniture, personal effects, pro- 
visions, and even chicken coops. Capt. Barron begs 
that at least one gun might be fired before surrender, 
and just as the flag is coming down Lieut. Allen 
seizes a live coal from the galley and discharges one. 
The affair reflects but little credit on the discipline of 
the Navy at that time. 

In 1799, and until 1814, the pay in the Navy was as 
follows: the captain of a ship of 32 guns and upwards 
received $100 a month and eight rations a day; that of 
a ship of 20 guns and under 32, $75 a month and six 
rations. The pay of the other officers and men was 
proportionately small. In 1814 this was increased over 
one-quarter, but reduced again in 1817. For the ser- 
vices rendered in those days and the hardships en- 
dured, this, indeed, seems ridiculous. 

A comparison of the two navies at the beginning 
of 1812 may be of interest.

Mr. Maclay, quoting from the London “Times” of 
Dec. 28, 1812, says, “the English ‘had, from Halifax to 
the West Indies, times the armament of the 
whole American Navy,’ and this force was greatly in- 
creased as the war advanced.” The mistaken econo- 
mists of Congress were then, as now, one of the great- 
est evils with which the country had to contend. Great 
Britain had naval posts at Halifax, Bermuda, and in 
the West Indies, while we were destitute of these all- 
important necessities of naval war. There was, be- 
sides, a lack of confidence in the Navy, on which the 
existence of the country depended, which went far to 
discourage both men and officers. 

The chase of the Constitution has undoubtedly con- 
tributed as much to the fame of “Old Ironsides” as any 
event in her remarkable career. Mr. 
Maclay’s account, variously taken from the autobiog- 
raphy of Commodore Morris, who was the Constitu- 
tion’s first lieutenant, from the log of that vessel, and 
from the histories of the British Navy, is vot lacking 
in excitement. “It is difficult,”he says, “to determine 
to whom should be adjudged the praise—to the Yankee

for his ingenuity in devising means of escape, or to the 
British tars for the readiness they displayed in imita- 
tion.” Capt. Hull was as ready with expedients as 
his men were to carry them into execution. 
is the Constitution in tow of her boats, than one of the 
British frigates is gaining on her in tow of all the 
boats in the British squadron, and some of her shot 
actually pass over the Constitution. And no sooner 
has Lieut. “kedging,” and this is 
adopted, than the English frigate gets out two kedges. 
Even hammocks were removed from the nettings of 
the Constitution and the cloths rolled up to prevent 
their unfavorable action, and streams of water were 
played on the sails. 

The extended three nights and two 
days, Capt. Hull displaying the most skillful seaman- 
ship and indomitable perseverance. The ruse he finally 
adopted, and by which he practically effected his 
escape, is worth repeating. A squall of wind and rain 
was seen approaching. Everything was kept fast until 
just before it struck the ship, when preparations 
were at once made for a heavy blow. The English, 
perceiving these preparations, bore up before the wind 
and began clewing down, whereupon Captain Hull, 
under cover of the rain, made sail again, and was 
soon bowling along at eleven knots. The chase has 
ranked him among the greatest of our naval 
manders. 

We regret that space alone prevents us from giving 
such an account of this work as it merits, and we 
realize that we are far from doing it full justice. We 
intend taking up the second volume in another issue. 
In writing it Mr. Maclay has evidently done an ex-

haustive amount of reading, and has gone far to obtain 
reliable information and to put it in the most attrac- 
tive form. It is profusely illustrated by Mr. T. O. 
Davidson, the cuts being in keeping with the work. 

The accident to the Cincinati points out the strong 
necessity for some new and definite arrangement by 
which our harbors and waterways shall be cleared of 
obstructions. Under the present system this work 
seems to be pretty much anybody’s business. The law 
as it now stands is to the effect that the owners of a 
vessel and cargo shall have two months in which to re- 
cover them after the wreck is reported, owners to have 
30 days’ notice before commencing removal. At the end 
of two months the Secretary of the Treasury issues an 
order to the Engineer officer in charge of the port, or 
to the Lighthouse Board, if not within the limits of 
the former, to remove the wreck. This would seem 
at first sight to be explicit enough and to cover all 
cases, but it does not. The Government depends en- 
tirely on reports of outsiders for knowledge of wrecks 
and obstructions, and wrecks or obstructions not re- 
ported are not removed. Coal barges which have be- 
come useless are often abandoned by their owners, as 
well as other hulks, and these are heard from on such 
occasions as this. In all probability the Cincinnati 
struck a coal barge. Since the accident happened out- 
side of the jurisdiction of the Engineer officer in charge 
of the harbor, the question arises, Whose business is 
it to remove the obstruction, or is it to be left in the 
vicinity to tear the bottom out of the next of the new 
cruisers that is sent up the Sound? The damage to 
the Cincinnati involves six weeks at least in the dry 
dock for her, and is no small loss to the Government. 
This is not the first time our ships of war have met 
with similar accidents in waters which ought to be 
clear, and it is a reflection on the Government that 
they are not so. 


Senator Butler, chairman of the joint committee on 
the Navy personnel, is making efforts to get the com- 
mittee together at an early date. The Senator is to 
champion the bill for reorganization, and will spare no 
efforts to get it into shape so as to present it at the be- 
ginning of the next session. It is not understood 
which of the numerous plans proposed, if any, is fa- 
vored by the committee. The greater part of last ses- 
sion was spent by them in receiving the opinions and 
propositions of experts on the subject. The bill pro- 
posed by the Secretary of the Navy did not appear to 
please the committee, neither did the remedy proposed 
by Representative Myer, of the joint committee, re- 
ceive much favor. There appears to be a slight lean- 
ing, however, towards the bill brought forward by Rep- 
resentative Catchings, the principle feature of which 
is the creation of a reserve list. This bill provides for 
16 Rear-Admirals and abolishes “the rank of Commo- 
It is to be hoped that some definite conclusion 
will be arrived at during the coming session.

Col. Henry M. Lazelle, 18th Inf., has appeared be- 
fore a Retiring Board, and that body will in all prob- 
ability recommend that he be placed on the retired 
list. Colonel Lazelle made a strong effort to be re- 
tired under the 40 years’ service law, he having served 
that period, including instruction, at West Point, and 
in the Army. The Department in passing upon his 
application decided that, for purposes of retirement, 
cadet service cannot be considered. This revokes the 
construction of the law made by General Grant when 
he was Assistant Secretary of War. His application 
being refused, Colonel Lazelle applied to be retired on 
account of disability. His application was approved 
and he was ordered before a Board, with the results 
already stated. ‘There are only eight vacancies on the 
limited retired list at the present time, and Colonel 
Lazelle’s retirement will further reduce this number. 
Fourteen officers, the majority of them belonging to 
the Staff Corps, are awaiting retirement, having ap- 
peared hefore boards on account of disability and hav- 
ing been recommended for relegation to the retired 
list. It is doubtful, however, if action is taken in 
their cases for some time to come. The outlook at the 
present time for next year’s Military Academy gradu- 
ating class is not as brilliant as could be wished. 
There are now only four vacancies in the line, two in 
the infantry, one in the cavalry and one in the artil- 
lery. Colonel Lazelle’s retirement will make the fifth 
vacancy. j 


“Veteran,” writing from one of our large military 
posts, complains of the total disregard of the 45th Ar- 
ticle of War, which prescribes that “any soldier who 
fails to retire to his quarters or tent at the beating 
of retreat shall be punished according to the nature 
of the offense.” So far as we know, the Article in 
question is practically obsolete in garrison, but, of 
course, would be fully operative in the field. How- 
ever, law is law, and some modification to meet garri- 
son requirements in time of peace would seem neces- 
sary. 
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The Ordnance Department of the Army is now en- 
gaged in preparing the assignments of recently ap- 
pointed ordnance sergeants to the posts in need of 
them. It is not expected that the official announce- 
ment of the assignments wil be made for a couple of 
weeks. In fact, but a few of them have been pre- 
pared, and they are held up until the others are com- 
pleted. The desire of the Ordnance Department to 
have an ordpance sergeant at Fort Ethan Allen to 
‘ake care of ordnance stores, led them to detail during 
this week Ord. Sergt. Alphonse von Nyvenheim, now 
at Fort Myer, to this duty. This non-commissioned 
officer has an excellent record, having been at one time 
connected in an official capacity with the German 
Navy. Secretary Lamont’s occupation with his an- 
nual report has prevented up to the present time the 
appointment of any officers to the vacancies now ex- 
isting in the Subsistence and Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment. There has been considerable gossip in circula- 
tion regarding the probable appointees, but nothing 
definite is known on the subject. It is understood 
that about 15 applications have been sent to the Pres- 
ident with the records of the applicants for his consid- 
eration, but any one familiar with the record of this 
official knows that he is as likely to appoint an ofticer 
not included in this number as not. It is expected 
that the successful candidates will be nominated to 
Congress when that body convenes in December, and 
that their names will not be known until that time. 


Army Headquarters have asked commanders of sta- 
tions in all parts of the country to communicate their 
views in relation to the abolition of the post exchange, 
and its consolidation with the commissary depots, or 
making it an adjunct of the comraissary depots and 
placing it under the control of the Commissary De- 
partment. Up to the present time only a few opin- 
ions have been received in regard to this matter, and 
us a rule, favor the control of the exchanges 
by the Commissary Department. Under the law, the 
Secretary has the power to direct that all goods 
necessary for consumption of officers and men be 
kept in stock at the commissary depots, but this law 
also directs that they be sold at cost. By the aboli- 
tion of the post exchanges, or their consolidation 
with the commissary depots, the gains resulting from 
the messes of the men from the exchanges would be 
lost. This, it is expected, will form one of the great- 
est objections to any change in the present status of 
the exchange. The Government would save nothing 
by the change, although it is true that one officer de- 
tniled in charge of the commissary depot could look 
after the post exchange should it be made an annex 
When all the opinions have been re- 
Major-General Schofield will decide upon a 
recommendation, and will then transmit it to the 
Secretary of War for his action.

ORPNANCE NOTES. 


Chere was another explosion in the cordite works be- 

ing to the British government Oct. 18, due to the 
nidxture of some grit with the cordite under the hydraulic 
mmer.

ADMIRAL MEADE’S PROPOSED 
CRUISERS. 

Acting Secretary McAdoo, of the Navy, in an inter- 
view with the Journal’s representative, said: 

“The Department knows nothing whatever,” he said, 
“as to any proposed race between one of our cruisers and 
some ship of the fast liners, leaving New York, and it is 
certain that under no circumstances would the Depart- 
ment enter into any such arrangement. The position 
taken that we have a sufficient number of such unpro- 
tected vessels as our cruisers, pure and simple, which de- 
pend largely on their speed, is one believed in by many 
naval officers, but the discussion at this time of such a 
question is entirely academic, as it is not proposed for 
the present to build more cruisers of a commerce-destroy- 
ing type. The whole world contains few  Luca- 
nias or Columbias, and there are few vessels that could 
run a mile from either. In saying that it is not deemed 
necessary at this time to add to this class of ship, it 
must be distinctly understood that no discredit is cast 
upon vessels in our Navy of this character as against 
similar ones in other navies. Indeed, there is no doubt 
entertained but that our cruisers, both as to naval design, 
construction, speed, and efficiency, within the limitations 
of such vessels, are, to say the least, excelled by none of 
similar types in the world, 

“You ask me, Are the fastest of these cruisers capable 
of as high sustained speed as the fast vessels of the Eng- 
lish naval reserve in the merchant marine, such as the 
Lucania and the Majestic, our our own New York and 
Paris? Well, for continuous high speed for a long dis- 
tance in time of war, our cruisers, as against such ships, 
are handicapped by lack of coal capacity. There is so 
much to be put in a warship, and so much of it of neces- 
sity below the water line, under protective decks, that the 
coal space is limited, and the coal has to be so stowed as 
to form a defensive protection; thus, on a long run, these 
liners would have a decided advantage. In a short run 
for life, in a time of war, it ought to be close. When 
within gunfire range, the warship, with vitals protected 
below the water line, and with handiness and those other 
factors which add to her military efficiency, would un- 
doubtedly have a decided advantage. Personally, lL 
should look upon crack liners in the merchant reserve 
as first-rate naval auxiliaries in time of war. England, 
Germany and France have many of this class. We are 
now arranging to have reserve batteries for the fastest 
of the liners carrying our flag. It is an odd circumstance 
that when we will have prepared batteries for the New 
York and Paris we will be the second nation which has 
done such, as England prepared batteries for these vessels 
before they were transferred to our flag. While there 
can be no comparison of these plans, I presume, as a 
matter of fact, that they will be found to be very much 
alike. 

“As to what ships we need immediately, and need very 
badly, and the character and type of such, they will ap- 
pear in the forthcoming report of the Secretary, which 
is now in press.” 


TESTS OF 


RECENT DEATHS. 


(‘baplain Joseph Stockbridge, D. D., U. S. N., retired, a 
veteran officer, died Novy. 10, of diabetes, at his residence 
in Philadelphia, Pa. He entered the Navy Sept. 8, 1841, 
and was retired with the relative rank of Commodure 
July 14, 1873. Dr. Stockbridge was a brother of Senator 
Stockbridge, of Michigan, who died suddenly last summer. 
He was born at Yarmouth, Me., in 1811. He graduated 
from Bowdoin College and studied law at Harvard Uni- 
versity, was admitted to the bar, and, while practice ng 
in his native State, became decidedly impressed with the 
truths of Christianity; and decided to change his profes- 
sion. He entered the Newton Theological Institution 
at Newton Centre, Mass., and, after receiving a diploma, 
became a chaplain in the Navy in 1841. During the war 
Rev. Dr. Stockbridge was on duty on board the Lancaster 
and the Pacitic. After the war he was stationed at the 
Navy Hospital at Norfolk. On reaching the age limit 
in 1875, he retired from the Navy and spent considerable 
time in traveling. For the last ten years Dr. Stockbridge 
has resided in Philadelphia, most of the time confined to 
his sick room. The funeral services were held on Wed- 
nesday, at 3 p. m., and another service on Thursday, in 
Plaintield, N. J., where the interment was made in the 
family lot there. 

Lieut.-Col. Abram C. Wildrick, who was only retired 
from active service Oct. 10 last, died Nov. 16 of acute 
bronchitis, at his residence at Clifton Towers, Arrochar, 
Staten Island, N. Y., after a brief illness. ‘The deceased 
officer was graduated from the Military Academy in 1857, 
wnd assigned to the artillery. He rendered arduous fron 
tier duty before the war, and when the war broke out 
was stationed on the Pacific coast. While there the 
(iovernor of New Jersey (his native State) telegraphed, 
offering him the coloneley of the Ist New Jersey Volun- 
teers. General Wright, however, protested against any 
more regular officers leaving the Pacific coast, where 
secession sentiment was rampant. He was promoted 
Captain 3d Art. in February, 1864, and the following 
June was sent East, and in October accepted the colo 
ueley of the 39th New Jersey Volunteers, and rendered 
excellent service in the field, for which he received the 
brevet of Major and Lieutenant-Colonel in the regular 
Army, and of Brigadier-General of Volunteers. Since 
the war he has been stationed in various parts of the 
country, was promoted Lieutenant-Colonel Ist Art. July 
1, 1892, and retired at his own request Oct. 10, 1804. 
He leaves a widow and children. The remains were 
taken to West Point in charge of Lieut. J. V. White, and 
buried there with military honors. Many will mourn 
sincerely the death of Colonel Wildrick, for he was a 
genial, kindly gentleman, who attracted a host of friends. 


THE CRUISER CINCINNATI. 

(hi Saturday, Nov. 17, at 6 o'clock, the Cincinnati left 
the New York Navy Yard for New London, again to as 
sist in the trial of the Ericsson. It would seém as if 
this trial were doomed not to come off. About 8 o'clock, 
after passing through Hell Gate and when she was 
headed for the open Sound, at about 11 knots, the Cin- 
cinnati ran into a submerged obstruction. The consen- 
sux of opinion is that it was a derelict, from the 
nature of the damage done to her bottom. The double 
hottome .were sounded at once, and four compartments 
found to be filled. The cruiser returned to the Navy 
Yard and was put into drydock on the same evening, 
where she will probably remain until the Ist of January 
The damage is on the port side. The plates of the gar- 
board strake are badly corrugated for a distance of about 
30 feet, and plates in the adjoining strake are also in 
jured. Some in both strakes are cracked and their rivets 
sheared. Workmen are now etgaged in removing the 
plates, some of which may be straightened. In addition 
to the above damages. one of the blades of the port pro 
peller was broken off short at about half its length, 
which seems to indicate that the obstruction was of no 
mean dimensions. At the time of the aecident Caprain 





Glass had just gone below, and the deck was in charge 
of Mr. Dillingham, the 1st Lieutenant, and the pilot. ‘he 
lead showed a depth of ten fathoms, The excellent dis- 
cipline of the ship showed off well on this occasion. 
Water-tight doors were cl at once, the crew went to 
collision quarters, and boats were ready for lowering. 
No blame is attached to her officers or the pilot for the 
accident, 

It is not an inopportune time to bring forward the ques- 
tion of the steerage of the Cincinnati. This cruiser is at 
resent, in this respect, the most crowded in the service. 
ler steerage is about the size of one of the larger state- 
rooms on the New York, and in it there are eight junior 
oflicers. It is extremely crowded and uncomfortable under 
all circumstances, but in warm weather it is almost un- 
beatrable. It is not pleasant to think of eight people eat- 
ing in a space about 10 by 15, and four sleeping there, 
particularly when some of this is cut off by a fair-sized 
pantry. How far the question of rating is still carried 
in the service is shown by the fact that there are two 
vacunt staterooms on the Cincinnati, which nominally be- 
long to the ward-room. One would think that on_ the 
question of hygiene alone the junior officers would be 
allowed to occupy these, at least until there are ward-room 
claimants for them. 

Although the report of the Board of Inspection and 
Survey, on its inspection of the cruiser Cincinnati, was 
very full, is did not, apparently, contain all the informa- 
tion the department desired. In consequence, quite a long 
correspondence has occurred during the last week be- 
tween the president of the Board, Commodore Selfridge, 
and the Department. From all that can be learned about 
the matter, it appears that the Board failed to answer 
several trivial interrogatories propounded in the printed 
form of the report it makes. The officer who examines 
reports of this character discovered the lack of informa- 
tion, and, it is understood, reported it. While the authori- 
ties were not at all concerned about the matter, it was 
thought best to call the attention of the Board to its 
failure to answer questions, and accordingly a letter was 
sent to Commodore Selfridge. An answer was received 
from this officer, which entailed another communication, 
and a reply was also recceived to it. It is not believed 
that a reinspection of the Cincinnati will be ordered, al- 
though the Department could take such action when that 
vessel comes out of dock upon the completion of repairs. 


It is expected that J.-A. Gen. Swaim wul be retired on 
his 62d birthday, and Colonel Lieber promoted. Assist 
ant Secretary Doe denies that he is a candidate. 

Again has the Ericsson broken down on an official 
trial. According to a despatch from Commodore Selfridge 
on Thursday, she “broke her starboard air pump at the 
time she was running at the rate of 23 knots an hour.” 

Mrs. George A. Stevens, widow of Capt. George A. 
Stevens, U. S. N., was married Noy. 21 to Mr. Alexander 
T. Tison, formerly teacher of law in the Imperial School 
of Japan, at the home of Mr and Mrs. Henry D. Lyman, 
No. 10 East 49th St., New York city. The Rev. Dr. 
IKknox, who was for some years in Japan, officiated. 


The Acting Comptroller of the Treasury, Col. C. A. 
Mansur, has reaffirmed a previous decision of his office 
restricting the payment of fees for witnesses before 
courts martial to the per diem $1.50 allowed witnesses 
before civil courts. He holds that the one law governs 
both cases, and that the Secretary of War has no dis- 
cretion in the matter, 

The Navy Department has received a despatch from 
Commodore Carpenter announcing that the Chen Yuen, 
the great Chinese battleship, in leaving Wei Hai Wei 
Harbor on the 18th inst., was accidentally damaged by 
a torpedoy and was afterwards beached, there being no 
docking facilities. She is, therefore, now useless. Com 
modore Lin, who was in command, committed suicide in 
consequence of the accident. 

A Board of Inquiry, composed of Maj. J. G. Ramsay, 
Capt. F. W. Hess, and Ist Lieut. H. A. Ludlow, 3d Art., 
is now investigating the circumstances of the loss by 
fire, at New Orleans, of the personal and public property 
of Company I, 12th Inf., and Indian prisoners en route 
by rail from Mount Vernon Barracks, Ala., to Fort Sill, 
8S. D. The train in which the property of the troops and 
Indians was stored caught fire. Before any allow- 
ances for effects are made, it is the intention of the War 
Department to probe the matter to the bottom. 

It is doubtful if any brevet nominations are sent in at 
the coming session of Congress unless further evidence 
is submitted with the applications now on file at the War 
Department, or fully substantiated cases are received. 
General Schofield stated to an Army and Navy Journal 
representative that he had given full consideration to all 
the applications now on file, but that evidence was lack- 
ing in many cases, and he could not, therefore, recom- 
mend that the brevet commission be awarded to the 
applicant. He said that unless further evidence was sub 
mitted, nothing could be done. The list of brevet com 
missions awarded at the last session is large, and will be 
one of the features of the 1895 Army register. 


The War Department is expected to shortly give atten- 
tion to the subject of baggage allowance and definitely 
settle this important question. Lieut.-Col. Guy V. Henry, 
7th Cav., while at Fort Myer, Va., persistently urged 
that someaction be taken on this subject, but so far, to his 
and also to the service's regret, he has been unsuccessful 
in his efforts. The Department’s attention has been called 
to the matter as the result of the efforts on the part of an 
officer ordered from Portland to Washington to secure a 
note for his excess of baggage that will not require a 
month’s pay to meet the cost of transfer. 


It is understood that Secretary Herbert, in his annual 
report, which will be made public Nov. 27, will make u 
recommendation for at least two new battleships and four 
torpedo boats. It was thought at one time that he would 
recommend one or two small cruisers to be copper 
sheathed, but we understand that he makes no mention 
of sheathed ships in his report. An earnest effort will 
he made to secure an appropriation for new ships at the 
coming session of Congress, and Department officials ap- 
pear hopeful of success. We sincerely trust that these 
hopes are not without foundation. Having encouraged 
shipbuilders to put their money in expensive plants, the 
government has practically obligated itself to continue 
appropriations for new vessels until we have a navy com- 
mensurate with our needs. The same is to be said of the 
armor plate establishments. The present contracts for 
this material have been completed, and uniessa addi 
tional vessels are authorized by the coming Congress, a 
large part of the expensive plants establisned by the 
Bethlehem Iron Works and the Carnegie Steel Works 
will be idle within a very few months.

Co. F, 13th Regt., paraded 12 files for company drill Nov. 
20, under command of its 2d Lieutenant, who is apparently a 
new and inexperienced officer, and who evidently was at a 
loss what to say or do most of the time, and, in consequence, 
the drill was a very tame affair. The vim and snap which 
usually characterize the drills of the 13th were noticeably 
lacking in this case. ‘The movements were very well eXxe- 
cuted. aside from the slowness above noted. "rhe distances 
were very Well kept, and, what is most remarkable, the second 
four properly executed its double wheel instead of obliquing 
when the command right forward, fours right, was given. 
The men, while marching, were Kept at a carry aris nearly 
all the time, and when the command halt was given, a hum- 
ber of them came to order arms, which was more the fault 
of the instructor than the men. Very few other errors were 
made, and they were allowed to pass unnoticed, no attempt 
being made by the instructor to rectify them; in fact, the 
movements only consisted of fours right and fours left and 
company halt. Later in the evening, however, the Ist Lieu- 
tenant took command, when quite an improvement Was ho- 
ticed. He was quick and lively, and thoroughly at ease, ani 
the men accordingly seemed to take on new spirit, and the 
movements were promptly and properly executed. The man 
ual of arms was very creditably gone through, particularly the 
order arms, the pieces coming down as one, and with very 
little noise, all of which goes to prove that the success 
of the drill depends in a very large measure on the command: 
ing officer, for as he gives the commands, se they will be 
obeyed. If he is slow in giving his commands, the execution 
of them will also be slow; but if he is quick and snappy (se 
io speak), the drills will be likewise. 

Co. D of this regiment also paraded 12 files on the same 
evening, and the Captain devoted two-thitds of the evening 
to the manual of arms by the numbers; his patience, however, 
Was emply awarded; for, later in the driil, when the manual 
was executed without the numbers, it was almost perfect 
Yet it seems that the time could have been more profitably 
devoted to company movements, and instruetion in the school 
of the soldier relegated to the squad and to the non-commis- 
sioned ofticers. However, later in the evening the movements 
in the school of the company were very well executed; espe- 
clally those executed in double time. The men were steady 
in the ranks, the alignments well kept, distances very good, 
and the cadence almost perfect. In halting, this company 
seelis to appreciate the advantages of the preparatory com 
mand, for they prepare to halt, and when the command halt 
is given they do halt. There was no sliding beyond the line, 
although the floor was very slippery. ‘The commandant of 
this company evidently takes a great deal of pains to instruct 
his men, and they seem to appreciate it, and are evidently 
striving to excel the other companies in the regiment. 


12th N. Y.—Col. Dowd. 

At the weekly drill of Company H, Captain Content, on 
Noy. 20, the men turned out promptly at second call, 8:15 
p. m., with 23 files out of a roll of about 94 The drill 
through the evening was a thorough and painstaking exem- 
plification of the drill regulations with few exceptions. One 
sergeant walked on the floor 20 minutes late and one cor 
poral carried his piece in a very upmilitary manner, and un 
less both of these men can make a better showing there 
should be a vacancy in the list of non-Coais. 

Wheelings by fours were well executed on right and left 
into line the rear rank were a little slow at first in closing 
up, but improved afterwards. In forming columns of twos 
and files the facing distance, as prescribed, did not seem 
to be maintained as well as might be.

Massachusetts. 

There is said to be a project on foot to change the present 
system of appointing medical officers and for the formation 
of a medical department distinct from the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral’s supervision; and referring to this, the Boston ‘Her- 
ald” says: “The new idea seems to be_ to place surgeons, 
their assistants, veterinary surgeons and hospital stewards 
in a deparunent by themselves, respoysible to and reportimeg 
directly to the Surgeon-Geaeral. The customary way of 
making appolutwents to these staff positions is for a com 
manding officer having a vacancy in his medical department 
to appoint any medical man he sees fit, and if he can pass 
the medieal examining board he will be commissioned and 
ordered to duty. The examination, as at presen t conducted, 
is said to be very severe, and doubtless, owing to this fact, 
none but the very best men care to take chances of successfully 
passing. ‘Lhis new idea will require commanding officers 
in making surgical appointments—say for the grade of full 
surgeon—to select a man from among the assistant surgeots 
then in service: he will not be able, as now, to choose any 
particular medical friend, but must confine himself to such 
officers as are available in the lower positions. Of course, 
assistant surgeons will be taken, as now, from civil life, 
but once having passed the examination and ordered to duty, 
they become permanent members cg the medical department, 
and as Vacancies occur, will pass through the grades to the 
highest position and rank.” 





Michigan. 

At the annual banquet of the Detroit Light Guard, at Le- 
troit, Mieh., on Noy. 16, Capt. C. Gardner, 19th U. S. Inf., 
who was among the guests, made an address, which was re- 
ceived with the greatest satisfaction. The remarks of Cap- 
inin Gardner were not alone interesting to the members of 
the Detroit Light Guard, but are applicable to the State 
troops throughout the country. Captain Gardner, in the 
course of his remarks, said: ‘ 

“Were I a citizen of Detroit I would deem it « privilege 
to belong, or to have at some time belonged, to an organit- 
zation which had its inception at so early a date in the 
State’s history, and from the ranks of which have gradu- 
uted so many men of note.” , . 

He spoke of the influence of such an organization as the 
Light Guard. “I believe.” he said, that being, as you are, the 
oldest military organization in the State, you should always 
be directed for the betterment of the State military system, 
both by your own example and by supporting good meas- 
ures and good appointments. 

“In State appointments you should use your influence only 
for persons who are known to be good soldiers, and who 
have the interests of the service at heart. Much ridicule is 
often cast on the Militia system of some States on account 
of political appointments—men who one day are civilians, 
thenext day officers of high rank. Such appointments are detri- 
mental to your common interests, and are injurious to dis- 
cipline. Your influence against such appointments will have 
great weight. 

“You must stand for good order and obedience to law, or 
else you should not remain with an organization of this kind. 
If, as citizens, you deem certain conditions or laws unjust, it 
is your right to endeavor, by your united influence, to change 


them if need be. If, as citizens, you stand always and boldly 
for the right, you will never probably as soldiers be re- 
quired to uphold wrong. ‘

Wuripg the labor riots last spring four companies of tle
